storm next struck the 50-foot iron 
bridge [over Gilberts Creek, twisting 
it like it were small wire, tearing the 
foundation to pieces. The blacksmi th 
shop near by was entirely demolished, 
nothing but the anvil being left to 
mark the spot w here it stood. 

The next house was a brick resi- 
dence about 100 yards from the bridge 
owned by Lucien Perkins, and occupi- 
ed by a tenant. This was demolished 
as far dowu as the first story, taking 
away the entire second story and 
wrecking all outbuildings. A strange 
thing is the frame "L" was left in- 
tact. From here the storm jumped 
to Lucien Perkins residence, the old 
Stiger place, taking the top off the 
stone barn on the pike, and entirely 
uprooting his fine orchard. The storm 
then took a north-easterly course, 
striking next the Collier school house, 
lifting it from its foundation and mov- 
ing it a distance of five or six feet. It 
t hen struck the property of MrsRoyse, 
t he old Collier place, entirely demol- 
ishing the barn, fencing and some out- 
buildings. The residence 
roofed. At thispoint, the storm 
ed to gather additional force, uproot- 
ing large forest trees, in fact taking 
everything in its path. 

A quarter of a mile above the resi- 
dence of Mrs. Royse, is the residence 
of Jas. Thompson, formerly the Mc- 
Carley property. At this point, the 
wind seemed to be at its greatest fu- 
ry. His entire residence ami demol- 
ished, together with all the outbuild- 
ings and bams. A singular thing was 
the uprooting of an apple tree, which 
was inverted and the limbs stuck into 
Hie hole made by the roots, standing 
it on its head, so to speak. Mr Thomp- 
son and wife wero occupying the room 
north of the hallway, his uncle, Mr. 
Dave Thompson, who had left home 
on account of the storm, occupying 
the room on the south. Mr. Thomp- 
son's brother and a farm hand occupi- 
ed a room in the "L.*' All this por- 
tion of the building was entirely torn 
away, the room occupied by Mr. Dave 
Thompson being moved ten or fifteen 
feet from the chimney, the entire end 
blown away. It is certainly remarka- 
ble that no one was injured at this 
point. The roof over one room fell in 
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and the occupants were only saved by its path due east, striking the C 



tin and his entire family received seri- 
ous physical disabilities, his second 
son, who was upstairs, being blown 
about 40 or ">o feet, the entire second 
story falling upon him. He remains 
in a seriouscondition.but it isthought 
he will get well. Mr l'artin, wife and 
rest of the family were occupying the 
down stairs part of the house, and 
when the storm struck them they at- 
tempted to escape, but were caught 
in the fury of the storm, plank, brick 
and other debris striking and injuring 
them. Mr. Partin's barn, which was 
in the direct path of the storm, escap- 
ed serious damage, the wind bound in 
over it after striking the house, 
estimated the wind was blowing at 
the rate of 100 miles an hour at this 
point. 

When the wind rose at Partin's it 
passed over the next house in line and 
swooped down on that of Mr Dudde- 
rar, some half mile away, thence en 
tering the Flat Woods, uprooting and 
twisting giant oaks and hickories as 
if they were mere straws. Half a mile 
further on it struck the cabin occupi- 
ed by "Aunt" Sarah Duncan, widow 
of the well-known old negro, Adam 
Duncan, lifting it entirely from the 
foundation and scattering it all over 
that end" of the county. She was se- 
riously injured. The next house struck 
was the old Lawson place, owned by 
Sheriff Lawson, which was unroofed 
and otherw ise seriously damaged. Fen- 
ces were swept away and large trees 
twisted and blown away. 

The tornado passed on through the 
Flat Woods, demolishing quite a num- 
ber of cabins and missing others, in 
some places it demolished trees ali 
around cabins, leaving the latter in- 
tact. At Steve Walker's it blew away 
the cabin from foundation and chim- 
ney, but didn't hurt the cabin. Trees 
were uprooted and 
ed. At Mr Ed Walker's residence, a 
chimney was blown through the roof 
into the house, doing great damage, 
but injuring no one, and a cabin was 
moved from its foundation. Before 
reaching Walker's it blew away a barn 
for Mr Samp Archer, tore away fenc- 
ing and damaged trees to a groat ex- 
tent.

its alighting on the high posts of the 
bed. The storm only struck the edge 
of Sheriff Lawson's property, uproot- 
ing the orchard and damaging the su- 
gar grove back of the house.

"L." The wind removed the entire 
front of the house in which were Mr. 
Partin and family, leaving intact the 
"L" which was not damaged. Mr Par-

»ays in part: "The Lancaster boys 
seem to have their minds made up to 
make the Madison boys know tbat 
they have been in the race, and unless 
Richmond gets a move on herself you 
had just as well prepare to take off 
your hats to the Garrard county 
Queen." So you see the situation. 
Instead of each fellow fighting for his 
girl, it seems that it is "Richmond 
against Lancaster." While we deep- 
ly regret the turn in the matter, yet 
it is indeed a great consolation to know 
that the name sent in by the editor of 
this paper was so popular as to cause 
the backers of sixteen others to hud- 
dle together in order to defeat her.

Last Wednesday night, just as we 
had run off the last copy of Trie Re- 
OOSJJ the most disastrous cyclone that 
has ever visited Kentucky passed over 
a portion of the county, just south of 
town. The wind was blowing a per- 
fect gale in town, and when reports of 
the destruction began to come in, there 
was much excitement. Not until late 
the next afternoon were all the par- 
ticulars in, and even then there was 
mHch exaggeration as to the number 
killed and crippled. It is absolutely 
Impossible to place a money value on 
the loss, as it will take much time 
and labor to replace the buildings, and 
some of the losses cannot be covered 
at all. It is also impossible to form 
an idea of the fierceness of the storm 
without seeing wreck. Many have 
driven over the strickeu portions, and 
all agree that they have never seen or 
read of so complete destruction. Those 
left homeless were taken in by kind- 
hearted neighbors, and contributions 
have been made for the more needy. 

The first of the tornado was observ- 
ed at II edge vi lie, about nine o'clock 
Wednesday. It leaped to the farm of 
Will Cook,;where many panels of fenc- 
ing and much timber was destroyed. 
From there it leaped to Capt. T. A. 
Klkin's. Here it wrecked the barn, 
demolished all the shade trees, blew 
down a lot of fencing and also a lot of 
timber. The path of the atorm was 
about 250 yards wide.the entire length. 
From Elkin s it crossed the railroad 
and went into Jim Dal ton's. It blew 
away his residence, barn, every out- 
house, and all the fencing in the patb. 
A portion of his surrey was found in 
Flat Woods, four miles awajr. The 
family had retired, and they were car- 
ried some distance with the wreck. 
Strange to say, no one was injured. 
Mrs. Daniel's property, the old Salter 
place, was next struck, unrooting the 
entire dwelling and completely wreck- 
ing the "L." The carriage bouse was 
completely carried away and .demol- 
ished. From this point the st^rm 
followed the Crab Orchard pike a dis- 
tance of about a mile. It struck Booth 
Sutton's ou side of pike, entirely de- 
molishing the dwelling and barn, and 
sweeping away all outbuildings and 
fencing. Sutton and his wife were 
blown for 100 yards or more, and a ne- 
gro sleeping in an outbuilding was 
blown across the pike and sustained a 
broken leg. Neither Mr Sutton or bis

A trilling loss of TO.ooO bushels last 
week made the total American visible 
supply 4,297,000 bushels, compared 
with 16,413,000 bushels a year ago, 
when for the corresponding week- 
there was an increase of over a mill- 
ion bushels. Shipments from all sur- 
plus countries were 3,555,478 last week, 
against 5,130,950 bushels in the previ- 
ous week, and 4,943 r 343 bushels a yoar 
ago. The loss from the preceding 
week's exports was from Danubian 
ports, while compared with last year 
the principal decrease was from the 
United States: material gains being 
reported from Russia and a small in- 
crease from Argentina. Despite Some 
reaction there is still a margin of 20 
cents a bushel over the price last year.

SMtttS of Florida in raising Cuban to- 
bacco by inoculation with the Cuban 
bacteria were reported to be eminent- 
ly successful, but commercially we 
have heard little or nothing of it: per- 
haps it is not desired to direct the at- 
tention of persons who are geographi- 
cally prejudiced in the matter of ci- 
gars to the amount of "real Havana 
tobacco" which is not imported. The 
Pennsylvania Board of Agriculture 
will try to raise Cuban tobacco under 
awnings.and one acre of ground, to be 
equally divided between the Sumatra 
aud the Cuban varieties, is now being 
covered. Pennsylvania farmers have 
been inflamed by the statement that 
the tobacco raised in Connecticut in 
the shade was produced at a cost of 25 
cents a pound and sold an an average 
of $1.25, which was something of a 
disappointment to a few, a higher av- 
erage having been expected, and as a 
thousand pounds can be raised on an 
acre, parts of the State may lie cover- 
ed with white cotton cloth, for there 
is nothing else except minerals that 
can be raised at a net profit of $1,000 
an acre.— American Cultivator.
